Sacramento State professor Francisco Reveles will 
serve as an alternative voice to the current candidates 
in running for California State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in 2010. 

Reveles serves as the department chair for Educa- 
tional Leadership & Policy and is the only non-politi- 
cian running for the office. 

The Superintendent serves as the spokesperson and 
oversees the statewide K-12 education system. 

Duties of the office include implementing education 
policies and standards, providing leadership through 
mandates and program development, as well as advo- 
cating and facilitating efforts to improve education. 

The election is nonpartisan, although most previous 
officeholders have served as prominent Republican or 
Democratic lawmakers. 

Reveles said that as an educational practitioner and 
university researcher at local, state and national levels, 
he was compelled to run for the position due to his 
dissatisfaction with the state of education in Califor- 
nia and the political dynamics that drive the current 
educational paradigm. 

“We seem to be locked into what I call a survival 
mode in education that has not and will not serve our 
children in the long run,’ Reveles said. 

Although Reveles shares a strong passion for educa- 
tion, his lack of political experience and funding may 
hinder his chances at winning the election against 
more heavily financed and recognizable candidates. 

Reveles will be running for the position against 
some well-endorsed and known former statewide of- 
fice holders. 

Candidates who have announced they are running

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‘Campus, city unite, 
sign memorandum

For the first time in Sacramento State history 
the mayor of Sacramento and members of the 
city manager’s office were present at the presi- 
dent’s annual address on Aug. 28. 

While President Gonzalez addressed issues 
such as development and the budget, he also 
signed a memorandum with Mayor Heather 
Fargo to promote cooperation between the uni- 
versity and city. 

“I think what we are doing is formalizing some 
of the things we were already doing and bring- 
ing attention to it; Gonzalez said. “When the 
city talks about the city they should be talking 
about one of their biggest assists they have and 
that’s the university” 


Gonzalez said 80 percent of students stay local 
after graduation and contribute to the economy. 
It only makes sense that the city and university 
join forces to facilitate learning and supply re- 
search opportunities. 

“One of the main things we are going to be 
looking at is our economic development activity 
...in terms of what kinds of workforce develop- 
ment we need and what training we need at the 
university,’ Fargo said. 

Ann Moylan, family and consumer sciences 
professor, regards an alignment with the city as 
a great asset, 

“I do have some classes that have service learn- 
ing components and we are always looking for 
good places for them in the community. That 
would be fabulous. I think the most positive thing

No budget; school finds funds

With the California State Budget more than two 
months late, Sacramento State finance administra- 
tors have to find alternative ways to get funding 
for the university. 

Emir Jose Macari, chair of the University Bud- 
get Advisory Committee and dean of the College 
of Engineering and Computer Science, said the 
school will not look for private or state loans. In- 
stead, they are pulling from savings and will wait 
for the state to reimburse the university after the 
budget passes. 

“We have a savings account that generates in- 
terest; Macari said. “It’s used for operations right 
now until the budget passes.” 

Yet, operations are not the school’s largest cost 
according to Suzanne Green, associate vice presi- 
dent of Financial Services at Sacramento State. 

Green said the biggest cost for the school is wages 
and benefits. However, State Controller John Chi-

ang is continuing to pay the salaries and benefits of 
personnel from the state's treasury. 

“As long as the state controller continues to pay 
the wages and benefits costs, we do not anticipate 
having to secure other funding,’ Green said. 

This has eliminated the need for Sac State officials 
to pull funds from other sources for faculty and 
staff salaries. 

Green added the university's operating budget for 
the 2008-2009 school year is about $250 million. 

About two-thirds of that money, $165 million, 
comes from the state general fund and the remain- 
ing one-third is paid for through student registra- 
tion fees. 

However, the money included in the school’s bud- 
get does not include estimated needs to run pro- 
grams such as University Enterprises, Inc., Associ- 
ated Students Inc., the University Union, or other 
operations such as student housing and parking. 

According to a press release from EdSource Inc., 
the stalled budget looks quite a bit different than the 
budget proposed by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 









in January. 

In his May revised proposal, the governor restored 
much of the funding for state universities, commu- 
nity colleges, and K-12 schools originally cut in his 
initial budget plan. 

But the revised proposal isn’t expected to last long 
without more changes due to feuding state lawmak- 
ers. 

“But given state leaders’ strong disagreement 
over whether and how to raise revenues, educa- 
tors would expect the final budget-whenever that is 
completed-to look substantially different,’ accord- 
ing to EdSource. 

Despite the grim looking future, Macari said the 
school still plans to operate like normal without 
cutting programs, funding, student resources or 
personnel. 

“We are not holding anything back,” Macari said. 
“We are just obviously cautious.” 

So how often is the school faced with a funding

way sign and a new game room

Travelers may now view advertisements and mes- 
sages on a state-of-the-art, two-sided digital sign 
displaying the Sacramento State logo off Highway 
50, south of the campus. 

The sign went into operation on Aug. 5. 

University Enterprises, Inc. entered a commercial 
partnership with Clear Channel Outdoors to create 
the sign. The sign promotes the University’s edu- 
cational, social and community programs, while 
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inside the University Union 


generating revenue. 

The sign will be a part in the California Amber 
Alert Program system. 

“The standout piece is designed to compliment 
the University logo and campus,’ said University 
Enterprises marketing director David Levy. 

The 48-foot wide message board will display im- 
ages at a rate of eight messages every 64 seconds 
using the latest LED technology. 

Clear Channel Outdoors is funding construc- 
tion, maintenance and operational costs for the 
sign through a 25-year term lease agreement with 
UEI. 

“This is a very positive thing because it didn’t 
cost the university a penny,’ Levy said. 

The university will receive a one-time payment of 
$750,000 from Clear Channel, of which $300,000 
will be used to help faculty travel to‘academic con- 
ferences and to conduct research. 

UEI will use the remaining $450,000 to pro- 
vide services that cannot be subsidized by public 
funds. _ 

President Alexander Gonzales is organizing a 
committee to decide how the university will allo- 
cate the revenue. 


Coin-operated games removed

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Travel agency closes shop, flies from campus 


STA Travel, in an effort to trim operations, closed its doors in the University Union without giving campus officials any notice

A locked door and a “We've Moved” sign will greet 
students and faculty looking to book travel plans for 
reduced rates on campus this fall. 

STA Travel, Sacramento State's on-campus travel 
agency, closed its doors suddenly June 27, citing a 
need to consolidate their operations in the wake of a 
weakening economy. 

The dark, hastily packed former office of STA Trav- 
el, the latest casualty of the U.S. economic downturn, 
contrasts the bright lights and lively displays of its 
nearest University Union neighbors, The Box Center 
and Round Table at The Hive. 

In an effort to restructure its business model, STA 
Travel shut down 48 offices nationwide; twelve of 
those in California, including Berkeley, Fullerton, 
Los Angeles, La Jolla (near UC San Diego), North- 
ridge, San Diego, San Francisco and Santa Barbara, 
according to an STA Travel press release. 

STA Travel also eliminated 200 positions through- 
out the company, including the corporate offices in 
Tempe, Ariz. It is unclear how many were laid off 
from the Sac State office. Offices outside the U.S. 
were unaffected by closings. 

“The student travel industry represents a vibrant 
niche in the overall U.S. travel market,” STA Presi-

dent Scott Hyden said in the press release discuss- 
ing the closures.. “While we regret the impact of this 
decision on our employees, we are confident that this 
transformation will support our long-term strategy 
to provide a richer, multi-channel experience for our 
customers.” 

Despite shutting down four-fifths of its retail loca- 
tions, STA Travel stepped up its online presence to 
better compete in the student travel marketplace, in- 
cluding trip countdowns, destination weather com- 
parisons, online travel to-do lists, and special online 
travel offers. STA will continue to assist students with 
more complex travel needs. 

Kristen Celko, vice president of Marketing and 
e-commerce with STA Travel, said deciding which 















stores would stay open followed a 
“strategic criteria’ within the com- 
pany’s business plan. Some of the 
criteria included location, store 
management's overall experience 
and local relationships with area 
businesses. 

“It wasnt a matter of one store 
over the other” in determining 
which ones were closed, Celko 
added, referring to the UC Davis 
and Sac State offices. 

STA’ sudden closure left Union 
officials caught off-guard, as they 
received only one-hour notice be- 
fore the company closed its doors. 
The company informed Leslie 
Davis, executive director of the 
Union,,of the closure the day.it o¢;,

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“They told us: ‘STA Travel decided to reduce their 
operations and focus on their online business,’ Da- 
vis said. “They closed 70 stores, and ours was one of 
them.” 

She added that the notice “was more than an indi- 
cation” the office was closing. STA closed down that 
morning, though it met all its contract obligations 
set forth by the Union. Davis said that she was sorry 
to see STA Travel leave Sac State. 

As the closure had taken place after the end of the 
spring semester, few students were made aware of it. 
Union Director Bill Olmsted speculated that once 
the fall semester starts and as more students traverse 
the Union’s halls, they will start wondering what hap- 
pened to the travel agency. This leaves him with 


the task ofstudying other options 
to fill what he described as “the 
most visible piece of vendor real 
estate we have in this building” 

Students often submit sugges- 
tions to the Union about vendors 
and services to be added and 
improved - or in some cases, re- 
moved. Though many comments 
are directed toward improving 
current services, no tangible plans 
are in the works for replacing the 
travel agency. 

“At this point,’ Olmsted said, 
“nothing is nailed down to such 
an extent where we could say, “Yes, 
it’s going to be a blank and it’s go- 
ing to be open on this day.” 

, Although STA’s former space 


has not been’ spécifically’ identi- 


fied for a certain purpose, he stressed that any po- 
tential tenant would be selected for its ability to most 
benefit the students, faculty and staff of the Sac State 
campus. The Union is looking at STA’s departure as 
an opportunity to bring in the next good thing. 

“Like with anything else in this building, whatever 
we put in theré, we want it to be a service to stu- 
dents,” Olmsted said. “We want it to be something 
that the students and the campus community find to 
be of value taking up space in this building”

Buildings to meet Lt. Gov.’s energy ony eae

Lt. Gov. John Garamendi recently challenged Cali- 
fornia college campuses to become more energy ef- 
ficient and sustainable. 

“Push the envelope,’ Garamendi said. “That’s what 
this challenge is all about. Be creative about doing 
things that haven't been done.’ 

Sustainability has been a goal at Sacramento State 
for many years and is part of the long term plan for 
the campus. 

Sac State earned an Exemplary Program Award 
for environmental sustainability goals by having a 
written declaration that sets standards for educat- 
ing students and the community in a campus report 
card issued by The National Wildlife Federation. The 
agency released its report on Aug. 21 showing partic- 
ipating schools, things they are doing well and areas 
where improvement needs to be made. More than 
1,000 college campuses nation-wide participated. 

Ron Richardson, facilities manager at Sac State, 
said sustainability has been a part of the philosophy 
on campus for many years. Currently, two building 
projects are underway on campus. 

The new residence hall and the wellness center are 
both being built with the intention of being sustain- 
able buildings. The rating system for sustainability is 
known as LEED. 

Ratings for LEED fall into four categories: plati- 
num, gold, silver and certified. Both building proj- 
ects are targeted for silver ratings. 

LEED was created to accomplish several goals. 
These goals are to establish a common standard of 
measurement, promote integrated, whole building 
design practices, recognize environmental leader- 
ship in the building industry, stimulate green com- 
petition, raise consumer awareness and transform 
the building market. 

Garamendi said one of the changes that need to 
occur is in the planning of new buildings for LEED 
certification. 


be bold. Approach with platinum,’ Garamendi said. 

“Force the president, the chancellor, the trustees, the 
legislature, and the governor to say no, we are not 
going to do that. Right now, it doesn’t go that way. It 
comes down from the top” 

“Buildings are the single biggest use of energy in 
the nation, it’s like sixty percent of all energy use,’ 
Garamendi said. “It’s not cars, it’s air conditioners.” 

Low energy use and modern heating and air-con- 
ditioning devices are recognized as being key to re- 
ducing greenhouse gas emissions. Garamendi said 
heating and cooling are the biggest waste of energy 
on college campuses. 

Richardson said new projects on campus, includ- 
ing the renovation of the old bookstore, will have 
modern, digital heating and air conditioning equip- 
ment that will allow for greater control of the use of 
energy. 

Richardson said some of the future projects that 
are being discussed might include methods for re- 
claiming water used for irrigation. This would be ac- 
complished through changing hard surfaces, such as 
sidewalks, so that the water drains back into the soil. 
All irrigation on campus is fed through well water. 

“When the water used for irrigation runs into 
storm drains, it is wasted? Richardson said. “If we 
can get the water to run back into the ground, we 
can reuse it” 

All other water use on campus is fed from the mu- 
nicipal water system. This water is known as gray wa- 
ter once it has been used. There are no current plans 
to reuse this water. Richardson said there is no fund- 
ing for projects to reclaim gray water. 

Recently, President Bush signed legislation that will 
create grants for college campuses nationwide to ad- 
vance sustainability programs and aid in energy-ef- 
ficiency on campus. 

Garamendi said a change in culture must occur 
before change in practice can happen. 

“Students need to seek in a thousand different ways 
to address the climate change issue,’ Garamendi said. 


are very powerful and creative. Often, they think 
of things that no one else has thought about or dis- 

missed because they thought it wouldn't work. The 
students can make it work? 

Associated Students, Inc. runs an aggressive on- 
campus recycling program. ASI supports the use of 
paperless meetings, environmental building practic- 
es, and community education as strategic objectives. 

Reducing paper waste has been a goal at Sac State 
for many years. In 2004-2005, the Financial Aid office 
saw an 80 percent drop in spending for postage after 
switching to the use of e-mail. Richardson said last 
year the campus recycled 83 percent of solid waste. 
The majority of students use the Sac State website for 
enrolling in classes, applying for financial aid, and 
paying fees. Richardson said last year the campus re- 
cycled 83 percent of solid waste. 

Garamendi said students can do other things to 
reduce energy use and aid in sustainability. These in- 
clude shutting off computers at night, using RT tran- 
sit and light rail, and changing light bulbs to energy- 
efficient CFL light bulbs, Garamendi said. 

“All these little things add up, even driving a little 
slower helps, Garamendi said. 

Alfredo Rozco, University Transportation and 
Parking Services assistant director, said there has 
been an increase in students using RT transit, as well 
as a spike in ridership on the Hornet Shuttle system. 

“Exact numbers are hard to get, because students 
in the past would get the sticker even if they did not 
plan to use RT transit; Orozco said. “Now that we 
are using the plastic sleeves, students who don't plan 
to use RT don't get the sleeves, making it easier for us 
to keep track of how many students are using it” 

Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo was recognized by Ga- 
ramendi as being a model for other California cam- 
puses to follow. Garamendi noted that the student 
organizations there have banded together to support 
environmental practices and education. 

“The voice of one is magnified by the voices of 
many, Garamendi said.

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“Tf we let the 95,000 states work- 
ers in on this lawsuit we can show 
a real impact,’ Zamora said. 

Levy and University Enterprise 
Inc. have a different approach. 
Th ey are keeping their fingers 
crossed. 

“Our hope is that these folks can 
come back to work,’ Levy said. 
“We are hoping all the positions 
will get re-instated”” 

Students who have lost jobs are 
seeking ways to finish paying bills 
and have money for tuition and 
books. 

But with a slipping economy and 
thousands of other people who 
were laid off at the same time, 
many jobs are already filled and 
most state agencies are operating 
under hiring freezes. 

Forced to find money for school, 
students look to unemployment 
benefits. 

“Tm sure people are coming in 
looking for help,” Levy said. “But 
filing for unemployment insur- 
ance is one way they are mud- 
dling through this.” 

For now, the California state 
offi ce seeing the most dramatic 
changes due to staff layoffs is the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 

Th e DMV, in the early 1990s, 
hired over 1,000 intermittent em- 
ployees to help with the long lines 
and complications due to lack of 
staff. 

Th ese employees, some students, 
worked on a full or part-time ba- 
sis with no guarantee of a perma- 
nent position. ° 

Th ey were some of the first to 
receive notices about the cuts and 
many were not given their last 
check; the first of three violations 
made by the state. 

Zamora said another violation 


the union is headed to court over 
is the firing process. 

“Th ey had a right, but the pre 
cess to decide who to lay-off was 
not legal” Zamora said. “It was 
not fair and it’s not legal.” 

He explained many students 
and other part-time employees 
the union represents were hired 
under specific terms such as only 
for the summer.

the matter ... it’s grossly unfair,” 
Zamora said. 

In addition to laying off hun- 
dreds of state employees, the gov- 
ernor’s executive order also sets 
state employees’ wages at $6.55 
per hour, the federal minimum 
wage rate. Th is is $1.05 lower than 
the state’s minimum wage.

Th e state was in violation of the state employees affected by 


its own legal binds because con- 
tracts were terminated before the 
agreed upon amount of employ- 
ment finished. 

Although the money per em- 
ployee amounts to about $4 in 
savings for the state, the union is 
fighting over the unfairness of the 
cuts. 

“Th ey still got screwed because

Passing of the budget usually 
occurs after much debate about 
spending, but because of a politi- 
cal feud between many Democrats 
and Republicans in the legislature, 
it's been slower than usual. 

“Th e Democrats and Republi

Reveles: He believes educational experience helps his candidacy 
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so far include, Senator Tom Torlakson (D-Antioch), 
State Senate Majority Leader Gloria Romero (D-East 
Los Angeles), and Assemblywoman Betty Karnette 
(D-Long Beach). 

Executive Director for the Center for California 
Studies at Sac State, Tim Hodson, said excessive fund- 
ing and endorsements are vital in this type of cam- 
paign. 

“Tf you cannot raise 2 to 3 million dollars then you 
are not a viable statewide candidate; Hodson said. 

Despite these disadvantages, Reveles’s colleagues 
believe his role as an experienced educator gives him 
a better understanding of core education principles 
than a politician. 

Communication studies professor Barbara O'Connor 


said some politicians might not grasp the essential 
needs of students since they do not have hands-on ex- 
perience in a K-12 education environment. 

“They don’t have a real sense of what it's like in a 
classroom,’ O'Connor said. 

Reveles has a strong leadership background and has 
worked with a wide variety of children including gang 
members and dropouts. 

Associate professor for educational administration 
and policy studies Hazel Mahone said Reyveles’s expe- 
rience working directly in education may give him a 
great deal of credibility. 

“Educators already have a fundamental understand- 
ing of what determines good and bad education,’ Ma- 
hone said. 

She said Reveles’s experience, as a teacher, principal, 
university professor and the department chair of the 


Sac State educational leadership program may bring 
needed change to the position of state superinten- 
dent. 

Mahone believes his innovative nature will bring a 
lot of insight to the position. 

Reveles has created an agenda for primary areas he 
would like to target if elected State Superintendent. 

His agenda includes addressing the dropout issue 
and devising ways to decrease the dropout rate among 
students. 

Reveles said he desires to continue working to ad- 
here to and maintain high educational standards, as 
well as accurate data gathering and assessment. 

He also emphasized the need to continue to educate 
and financially support teachers. 

Finally, he said he would like to focus on leading and 
facilitating the dissemination of the best practices in 


the prevention of school violence and highlight inter- 
ventions, especially those addressing gang violence. 

Reveles said that through 30 years of working with 
community leaders and educators from diverse cul- 
tures and socio-economics levels, he has gained a 
valuable perspective as the only candidate with the 
practical and sustained experience to make a real dif- 
ference. 

“Dr. Reveles is a 21st Century educator,’ Mahone 
said. “He is bilingual, can relate to all groups and re- 
alizes that demographic changes require bold leader- 
ship for all citizens.

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of the address is to have the city here,’ Moylan said. 

Fargo said students can make a difference. Intern- 
ships for students with community businesses and 
public services could prepare students better for their 
future vocations and solve problems in the process. 

“We have real life examples of everything you are 
studying here, what you are learning and how you 
are going to apply it when you get out,’ Fargo said. 

In 2004 the City of Sacramento set out the 2030 
general plan to be “the most livable city in America.’ 
The same year Sac State began Destination 2010 to 
transform the campus into a place for students seek- 
ing higher education and a vibrant campus life. 

The city and university already work together ex- 
tensively; the memorandum encourages and formal- 
izes the relationship. 

Last year a Sac State English class participated in 
three projects working with the city, one involving 
work on a community website and another doing re- 
search regarding the city’s homeless population. 

Cassandra Jennings, assistant city manager for Sac- 
ramento, hopes to see more partnerships like this. 

“Not only were we able to take advantage of the stu- 
dent energy and learning, they were more connected 
to the community,’ Jennings said. 
“They were so energized about the 
homeless population and what the 
city is doing.” 

Fargo said the city hopes to 
work with the university regard- 
ing residential housing close to 
campus for students and more 
public transportation options for 
students. 

“Part of what I’m trying to do is 
be able to tell we have students in 
town. If you are on campus you 
know, but once you get off you 
don't get a university feel,’ Fargo 
said. 

During hi¢.ewddress=GonZalez_ 
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also allayed fears about the budget and said he will be 
implementing the University Budget Advisory Com- 
mittee’s (UBAC) recommendations for this year. 

“They went through and reviewed all the budgets 
expenditures, how the budget process works, they 
made recommendations, Gonzalez said. “At this 
point everyone has a horse in the race. It’s not peo- 
ple behind close doors saying ‘academic affairs gets 
this much, student affairs that.” 

Bruce Bikle, faculty senate chair, said there is a 
much better sense of cooperation between admin- 
istration and the faculty senate. 

“Many more things are open now. The work that 
UBAC is doing is astounding.” 

Gonzalez said he has made sure he has been 
transparent with everything regarding budgets and 
wants everything out in the open. He said he is con- 
fident that though the cuts will not be even across 
the board, the university will pull together despite 
the difficult economic times. 

While Destination 2010 approaches, many new 
campus improvements are completed or in stages. 
The Eli and Edythe Broad Field House is open and 
the Recreation and Wellness Center is scheduled to 
open September 2010.

Two steps forward 
and no steps back 


There’ a reason things feel unusual at Sacra- 
mento State this semester - things are changing 
for the better. Fees will still go up and classes 
will still be cut, but there is hope for the first 
time in years. 

Finally, we are on the right track when it 
comes to working as one unit. 

Alexander Gonzalez gave his fall address to a 
hoard of teachers and a smattering of students 
on Thursday. Which is truly unfortunate, 
considering how everyone who had anything to 
do with Thursday’s festivities did it for the bet- 
terment of the future of Sac State students. 

Mayor Heather Fargo was there and spoke 
highly of both Sac State as an institution, as well 
as its growth over the past few years. She com- 
plimented the energy and enthusiasm inside 
the University Union and the improvements to 
parking, in addition to the look and feel of the 
campus. 

“Its much better for those of us who just visit 
sometimes,’ Fargo said, 

It’s better for those of us who go here, too. 

As recently as 18 months ago, this campus 
was an emotional minefield. Threats of a faculty 
walkout and a vote of no confidence in Gon- 
zalez dominated classrooms . Now, we have 


turned a corner and are working together. 

Not everything here at Sac State is perfect. 
We are still light years away from completing 
all we need to accomplish, such as improving 
our graduation and retention rates. However, 
being proud of the transition this campus has 
undergone is not a case of wild optimism or 
seeing things through rose-colored glasses. It’s 
real. People are happy and excited to be here. 

Sac State has tried hard to shake its reputation 
as a commuter campus in a second-tier city. 
The city of Sacramento is desperately trying 
to act like the capital of the world’s seventh 
largest economy and improve its image as well. 
‘Thursday's speech was one example of both 
entities moving toward their collective goals in 
unison. 

The highlight of the address was the sign- 
ing of the “Memorandum of Understanding, 
a six-point document that outlines plans to 
improve communication between the city and 
the university. 

Fargo said that the city and university work- 
ing together would help prepare graduates 
transition into the workforce and offer intern- 
ship opportunities to students. 

“We have real-life examples of everything you 


learn here;’ Fargo said. 

Gonzalez said after the address that he is 
happy about the cooperation between faculty 
and administration and that everyone agrees 
on moving forward. When he speaks about the 
Recreation and Wellness Center, a facility that 
will contain swimming pools and a rock-climb- 
ing wall, he displays genuine excitement. 

“Its going to revolutionize how we care for 
our students.

‘Look at my campus,” Gonzalez said. 

Faculty Senate Chair Bruce Bikle said that 
the transparency that Sac State has recently 
adopted has helped ease tensions on campus 
and has helped mend fences between faculty 
and administrators. 

“You may not agree with what's going on, but 
at least you know what's going on,’ Bikle said. 

One of Bikle’s post-address comments regard- 
ing campus unity was stunningly profound in 
its simplicity and honesty. 

“I know we are talking better. I know we are 
doing a better job of listening to each other.” 

We really are, and we can't stop now.

Through the growing rate of contraceptives, 
more women were seen in the workplace and 
thus new laws had to be passed to accom- 
modate to this growth. In 1963, Congress 
passed the Equal Pay Act, making it illegal for 
employers to pay a woman less than what a 
man would receive for the same job. 

‘These rights that women have had to fight 
for were sought out through the approval 
of men. Why? Is it because our country was 
founded by men, not women? And if given 
the right to explore unmarked territories in 
history, would a woman have been able to 
find America before a man?

Circus is far from ‘Greatest Show 


For many, the circus is fun, safe entertainment 
families and children can enjoy.

Asan animal lover, and animal rights activist, | 
feel it is my duty to inform the uninformed public 
what the circus does not want us to know: the dark, 
horrifying truth of what really goes on behind the 
scenes. 

We have all been amazed by the circus’ ability 
to train ferocious tigers to jump through hoops, 
7,000-pound elephants to stand on two legs, large 
bears to ride unicycles... But how exactly did these 
naturally, wild animals learn to be so obedient? 
Only a training method stronger than the animals 
themselves could have been used. 

The truth is, these innocent animals are unwill- 
ingly forced to perform night, after night, after 
night. While circuses may claim that these tricks are 
natural, and performed in their natural habitat, we 
all know elephants don't just stand on their heads 
in the wild. Many of the tricks they are taught are 
unnatural, and even painful for these creatures. 

Trainers will use bull hooks (a 2-3 foot long stick 


with sharp metal attached at the top), or other in- 
struments to beat, hit, poke, strike, and shock these 
animals until they obey (these are not the only ways 
they are physically beaten). 

Baby elephants are separated from their moth- 
ers at an extremely young age, to be “trained” to 
perform for the circus.

Hornets earn honors

During the 2007-08 school year Sacramento 
State’s athletics program shined as it won eight 
conference championships, and was the over- 
whelming winner of the Big Sky Conference 
Womens All-Sport Trophy. These accomplish- 
ments did not go unnoticed, as Sac State's athlet- 
ics program was selected as the 36th-best in 
Division I athletics by Sports Illustrated’s website 
(SI.com). Sacramento was ranked higher than 
top schools Alabama, Oklahoma, Oklahoma 
State, and Louisville. 

“I was very pleased with our department,’ Di- 
rector of Athletics Terry Wanless said. “I look at 
it (like) we are the 36th most successful program 








in the nation” 

To rank the schools, SI.com came up with a 
three-pronged formula that puts the emphasis 
on national titles, top 30 finishes and conference 
championships. Points were awarded for each 
category, national titles were worth 10 points 
each, three points for each conference cham- 
pionship and an extra point for winning the 
season-ending conference tournament and two 
points for each top 30 finish. Sacramento State 
finished with 19 points putting them in a tie 
with Minnesota for 36th place. 

“T was just ecstatic, I was surprised because 
when you tend to think of being in the likes of 
the schools that were listed, those are hallmark 
institutions with hallmark athletic programs 
steep in rich tradition. It was nice to be recog-

nized,’ softball coach Kathy Strahan said. 

The majority of Sacramento’ points derived 
from their women’s sports programs as they 
won the Big Sky Conference Women’s All-Sport 
Trophy winning five of the eight conference 
championships. No other team won more than 
one. 

Leading the way was Sac State's volleyball 
team, who once again won another Big Sky 
Conference Championship, making it its eighth 
straight conference championship. The team 
finished the season with an overall record of 29- 
8 and a Big Sky record of 13-3. The team also 
qualified for the NCAA Tournament, where it 
advanced to the second round.

Th e women’s tennis team continued its dominance 
over the Big Sky Conference as it won its seventh-con- 
secutive championship. Th e team has not lost a Big 
Sky match since 2002. 

Katrina Zheltova was named Big Sky’s MVP for the 
second straight year, and with her second round win 
in the NCAA Tournament, Zheltova gained All- 
American status. According to Bill Campbell, direc- 
tor of tennis, this year’s team will be the “women’s best 
team ever” On the other side, the men’s tennis team 
won the Big Sky regular season title. Campbell also 
says that the men’s team will be 50 percent better this 
year, as Sacramento signed one of the top recruits. 

Th e women’s indoor track team had its best finish 
ever.

“Tve been going to therapy since the injury and 
resting. So, my back has healed up good,’ said Smith. 

Smith said the team has come a long way since last 
year and is ready for a great season. “I’m just focusing 
on the practices. Physically, everyone is there; we just 
got to get there mentally as a team.’ 

He mentioned that he is preparing for the first 
game as well by getting in the mind set of leading the 
team and playing better than last year. 

“I need to make good decisions during the games 
and manage the team to help the Hornets win. We've 
made great strides from last year and have high 
expectations for this season” 

Smith encourages the students to come out and 
watch their fellow players next Saturday. 

“Come out and support us, itll be exciting. Support 
your school,’ Smith said. 

Sperbeck has not decided who will be the starting 
quarterback for this season yet because both quarter- 
backs are very talented. Our third string quarterback 
for this season will be Duncan White, from Lake 
Oswego, Ore. 


“Th e competition is still open. Whichever one wins 


the job, the other needs to be prepared to play. Like 
any job, they need to earn it? said Sperbeck. 

Both quarterbacks are taking the competition 
seriously and the coach has a hard decision ahead of 
him. 

“We're both somewhat the same person because we 
both show up every day to better ourselves and each 
other,’ said Smith. 

Th e players have been working with both quarter 
backs during training to help them prepare for the 
game. 

“Th _ejplayers just want the best guy that's capable 


of leading the team and has the best results. Th e guy 


that performs the best is the one they will support; 
stated Sperbeck. 

With a new focus and new players, this team has a 
lot of talent and skill to work with this season. 

“We offer explosiveness this season,’ Sperbeck said.

‘Salsadsoca’s dance 
club heats it all up

Professor turns loss into love story

Nick Trujillo a communications stud- 
ies professor at Sacramento State never 
thought he would have to bathe and feed 
his wife of 19 and a half years. Th at all 
changed on October 19, 2003 when his 
wife, Leah Vande Berg, a fellow commu- 
nication studies professor was diagnosed 
with ovarian caner. 

Trujillo said his wife was going to see the 
doctor for what she thought was a mere 
bladder infection. On December 13, 2004 
Trujillo's wife died from ovarian cancer. 
Four days later she was cremated, her 
remains scattered in 10 different loca- 
tions including the alumni grove at Sac 
State. He said over 300 people attended 
her funeral including fellow teachers and 
students. 

Being a communication studies profes- 
sor Trujillo, 52, decided that during his 
wife's struggle through cancer treatment 


he needed an outlet to deal with his emo- 
tions and fears. 

His outlet became a book entitled “Can- 
cer and Death; A Love Story.’ Th e book 
chronicles his and his wife’s experiences 
from her diagnosis to her death. Trujillo 
said he wanted to teach people about 
cancer by writing this book from both his 
and his wife's perspectives. 

“I wanted to let people know how to 
live with a terminal illness and die with 
dignity; Trujillo said. 

While he wrote, his wife projected 
her story through 15, 90-minute audio 
tapes, which Trujillo then listened to and 
transcribed. Trujillo said that his writ- 
ing became a means of therapy for him, 
allowing himself to express what he was 
feeling inside. Feelings like he and his 
wife's fear of her being no longer able to 
walk. He said Vande Berg was afraid of 
falling.

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Photo gallery showcases sentiment, love

After visiting Sacramento State graduate student Rebecca 
Crowther’s art exhibit, one will never look at their photo- 
graphs and keepsakes the same again. 

“Often times, the best music, stories or films are the ones 
that hit us in the gut emotionally,’ Crowther said. “I hope to 
pull at this emotion some.” 

Graduating this fall with a special major master’s degree 
in art history and photography, Crowther is bidding a final 
adieu to the campus with a unique show that will combine 
her appreciation of art and history in a unique two-part 
exhibit. Her talents will be on display for the public to see 
at Sac State’s Witt Ridley Gallery in “This Here Love Hey, 
Its A Gonna Last/ The Backs of Photographs.” It is not 
only a mouthful, but promises to be a mind-full as well. 

Chris Prout, senior art history major, said he is planning 
on attending Crowther’s exhibit. 

“The exhibit should be very thought-provoking. I’m 
looking forward to the room with the photographs to see 
what stories the photos 
will invoke from my own 
life,” he said. 

In her M.A. exhibition, 
Crowther said she will 
create an almost romantic 
appreciation for the me- 
mentos we all hang onto: 
photographs, childrens’ 
drawings and snippets of 
hair, among other unique 
pieces. 

“Everything in the ex- 
hibit is historical as well as 
sentimental,” Crowther ex- 
plained. “Throughout life, 
we create things, objects, 
drawings and photographs 
in an attempt to document 
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and preserve our lives... in a way we remain alive as long 
as a trace of us can be found in an image or a drawing.” 

In the gallery’s entry room there will be a collection of 
items that Crowther said will symbolize life from birth to 
death, aimed to stir up feelings of nostalgia. Crowther has 
collected objects that everyone can relate to from various 
places, such as antique shops and thrift stores. 

The second part of the exhibit, located in the main room 
of the gallery, will feature a series of backwards photo- 
graphs in cases. The 17 photographs are from different 
periods in time, from the late 1800s to the late 1950s. 

Mirrors placed behind the photos will give the audience 
a glimpse of the subjects. There will also be hand-written 
messages by Crowther on the backs of the photos, refer- 


encing “immortality, preservation, and things that remain.” 


Viewers will be given the opportunity to draw from their 
own feelings and memories while connecting to the sub- 
jects of the photos. 

‘The life and death of family she's lost and nostalgia are 
some of the main themes that Crowther said has influenced 
her work for the exhibit, but said she draws on many differ- 
ent sources to inspire her art. 

“Love inspires me more than anything, and by this I 
do not mean romantic love. I mean looking at what is 
ugly in the world and finding the beauty in it and loving 
it,” she said. 

While studying art at Sac State, Crowther said one 
professor has stood out among the rest and inspired her. 
Crowther said art professor Elaine O’Brien taught her 
to “trust in the relevance of my own beliefs, and to trust 
that what I have to say is important.” 

Crowther said O’Brien has always placed high expecta- 
tions on her students, but those expectations have given 
her tremendous respect for her professor and said she 
has developed a strong work ethic because of it. 

O’Brien returns the adoration of Crowther’s work. 

“Rebecca's master’s exhibition comes out of a great deal 
of reading, looking and thinking about photographs and 
what they mean to us. She has a unique way of obsery- 
ing the way we perform our lives: comic, ironic and

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skeptical, but with a lot of warmth and compassion,’ 
O’Brien said. 

Crowther will continue to exercise this work ethic 
and her passion for art and history after graduating. 
In October, she will help to curate an exhibit with the 
Sacramento Archives about the 1968 presidential elec- 
tion. She is also planning a series of drawings based on 
records from mental institutions in the 19th century. 

“This Here Love Hey, It’s A Gonna Last/ The Backs 
of Photographs” is free to students and the public. 
Crowther said she hopes that students from outside the 
art department will visit 

The exhibit will run Sept. 8 through Sept. 12.

with this message. 

Her mother believes regardless of her title, Geist 
would still be continuing on the path she is currently 
traveling. 

“She knows where she is going with her education 
and. career, she is majoring in finance and I think 
regardless of her title she would carry this message,” 
said her mother. 

Other than her title, and the amount of time she 
spends at home, those closest to her don't believe she 
has changed very much at all. 

Childhood friend Cassandra Eifert, who has danced 
with Geist from a very young age, said she has always 
been “a very mature and sweet girl” 

“Everyone has a stereotype of the pageant girl 
- Jackie completely. breaks that. You watch shows and 
think ‘God these people must be missing a screw, but 
Jackie has been doing pageants a long time and it has 
never changed her,’ Eifert said. 

Eifert has been dancing with Geist at the Vacaville 
Ballet Academy since 1995 and knows better than 
anyone about her talent. 

From a very young age Geist recognized her passion 
for ballet. 

“T remember going to pick up my sister from dance 
class,’ Geist said. “I saw a girl on Pointe and I said 
‘Mom I want those!’ she told me I couldn't just have 
them, I had to earn them” 

And earn them she did. 

This past March Geist broke her foot, only three 


months before she was set to compete in the Miss 
California pageant, with her talent being ballet 
dancing on Pointe. After being off her broken foot 
for weeks Geist was allowed to begin walking on the 
treadmill in late May. She was able to begin dancing 
again on June first, which left her only 19 days until 
she would perform in the Miss California pageant. 

“After I broke my foot my dad brought over a huge 
mirror and hung it on my wall so even though I 
couldn't dance I could work on all my upper body 
movement. My piece is a lot of upper body move- 
ments, which I wouldn't have focused so much on 
otherwise, so it was a blessing in disguise,’ she said.

We 
are down to earth, everyday girls just trying to do 
something positive with our lives.” 
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“The most painful thing was watching her loose 
control over her whole body,’ he said. “She was a 
control freak, so it was really hard for her? 

Trujillo said the main thing he wanted people to 
know was that ovarian cancer, while terrible, is not 
something you have to go through alone. 

“Our culture tends to not talk about death or grief?” 
he said. “(The book talks about) what people go 
through, how horrible this disease is and that you can 
do it? 

His book has touched the lives of many including 
Kimo AhYun, a colleague and friend of Trujillo and 
Vande Berg. 

AhYun, an assistant communication studies profes- 
sor is mentioned in Trujillo's book. AhYun said that, 
in his opinion, the book depicts the importance of 
personal connections. 

“Tt gives you a greater appreciation for the relation- 
ship you have with people, especially Leah, and the 
role she had with her family,’ AhYun said. “You aren't 
sure what is going to happen in life.” 

AhYun said the book not only helped Trujillo get 
through the passing of his wife, but gave him an 
understanding on how to deal with incidents such as 
these. 

“There are a lot of resources out there that explain 
how to deal, but I think this book gives the license to 
say there are many ways to cope with (cancer),” he 
said. 

Ah Yun described Vande Berg as “passionate, deter-

mined and wickedly intelligent.” 

Kirsten Vann, a Sac State graduate, said the book 
was detailed and honest. Having had both of her 
grandparents die of cancer, she said she could connect 
with the book. 

“When you see it from anther’s perspective it is 
definitely brutally honest,’ Vann said. “I experienced 
it and anyone who feels for others experiences will 
know that it is very honest.’ 

Although Vande Berg passed away in December of 
2004 that is not when Trujillo completed his book. 

He said he wanted to end the book when he was 
actually ready to do so. So he waited to be in a state 
of happiness to show readers that life goes on. Trujillo 
waited a whole year to write the last chapter. The book 
was finally published on July of this year through 
Hampton Press. Trujillo said that his book sales are 
“doing well” and part of the funds from the book are 
donated to the National Ovarian Cancer Foundation 
Coalition. “Cancer and Death; A Love Story” can be 
purchased through HamptonPress.com. There is also 
a scholarship program for Graduate Communication 
Studies students in Vande Berg’s name. 

“This (book) is perfect for a widow or widower 
to show that there is light at the end of the tunnel?’ 
Trujillo said. “I survived this...I am stronger and I feel 
like I can do anything?”
